Applicant hereby petitions under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a) for a one 
month extension of time in which to respond to the outstanding Office Action and 
includes a fee as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(a) with this response for such extension 
of time. 

The Examiner has required an election of species pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 121 to

Applicants, without traverse, respectfully request the Examiner to proceed with 
Species 6 principally illustrated in Figure 26. Applicants believe that Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 
9-10, 14, 19, 21-22, 25, 27 and 30 read on the elected species and that at least Claims 
1, 3, 6, 10, 14 and 25 are generic. Applicants request that the non-elected Claims be 
held in abeyance for possible rejoinder and/or further prosecution in future divisional 
and/or continuation applications.
